Alexandria represented what was 
jierhaps tlic liiRhcst typo of the Hell- 
enistic city durlne the early Chris- 
tian period; hero was fostered the 
"scliolnr typo." of Chrlstinn, here 
Atlituinsiiis, one of the most learned 
of the "chin-rli f.itliers" w,-i£ born, and 
here the iiion.itiii^ idea bad its con- 
ception.

Influenced Religious- 

The great university there received 
the brnefil of their scholarship in 
Their te.-jfiiinp; of rhetorie, logic.

.'Vssislaiil Professor lleimpel 
Gives A<hlrc8S Over 
Provincial Hour 



"Almost all of the w.aler oblnhied 
from wells in our rural districts li- 
inoro or less cunlnniinatod^^Htnted 
L. P. llelnipol, assistant iirofessor of 
agiieullural englnoerliig at .MaoDon- 
aid College In iin address over the 
Provincial Hadio Hour last night. Mr 
llcimpcli had as' his subject "Safe- 
guarding Water i^uppllcR 111 llurnl 
Districts," and he demonstrated tho 
rominon dangers of contamination lo 
which they wero exposeil and tho 
methods of provenliuh which might 
ho taken In each case. 

"The recent spell ot dry wenlhcr 
has, brought homo to us tho fact that 
rain .-ind .-^now arc Ihc primary 
sources of our w.-iler supply," he 
staled. This is parLleularly true in 
Iho ca.se of rural districts where mort 
of tho water Is obtained dircutly 
from the earth. Kalii falling lo the 
e.Trlh cither runs oft Into nc'irby 
rivers or Is absorbed Into tho earth. 
In Iho latter c.-mo It will sink 
through tho porous layers ot earth 
until it reaches an Imperious 8lra- 
luni tibovo wlilct It will form a 
.saluralod region known ea the 
water table. It is from th|8 water 
table thill tho supplies for wells nnd 
springs are drawn. 

Rain Very Pure 

rtain water, as It falls on tho earth, 
is in .a very piiro slato but It soon 
al sorbs and dissolves Imporitle.-; 
from the earth through which It 
)>.is-se.--. Thi.s Is frequently tho cas-; 
.'uoiind farmyards whore tho water 
may be exposed lo many forms of 
contamination. Nature hna many 
ways ot rc-piirifylng this water 
That which is run off into riveig is 
purified by sun and .-ilr, whllo that 
which is absorbed into the caivh is 
filtered by tho earth through wlilch It 
pas-^es. J

Leslie I-;. Howlctt, M.A., Secretary 
of tho Physical Society delivered a 
lecture at the meeting of the Ppyslcal 
Society yesterday evening In tho main 
lecture at tho meeting ot tliè Physical 
speaking on tho dlttusloii ot light in 
solutions 03 observed through the 
spectroscope, 

lie opened h\n lecture by mention- 
ing tho work dono by tho famous 
scientist Itanian along these lines. 
Raman has conducted c.\tensIvo ex- 
perimental work on the frequonoy of 
radiations of tlio-vai-lous spccti-a and 
h.as found that tho frequency In tnany 
cases closely corresponds with that of 
tho Infra-red rays. Tho development 
of ,thc technique of this comparatively 
now branch ot tho science ot Physics 
Is largely due to tho work of Buman. 
Wood and .a few other .scientists, 
stated Mr. Howlell. llo himself has 
devised a special spectroscopo which 
is considered equal to anything ot the 
kind In the world.

"India possessed aii advar.'^eJ civi- 
lization thrco thousand years before 
Christ," declared I'rof.essor S. L. 
Joshi. Professor ot Comparalivri Bo- 
ugions and Indian Philosophy at 
Dartmouth College, yesterday aflcr- 
iinoii, leeUirlng on ".Sonin EsseiillalH 
of Indian Culture." There Is proof of 
thn act that India carried on an cla- 
horalo diplomacy with Babylon it 
shown by recent excavations In the 
Indus valley, the speaker iiolnted out. 

The ancient civilizations of India 
.and China grew up togcllier, but ow- 
ing to the great barrier ot the Hima- 
layan Mountains, tho two had llttc 
Intercourse In ancient times, Profes- 
sor Joshi showed. They developed 
along somewhat similar lines, iinlli 
in tho first ccniiiry A.D., Hindu 
te.acher.s carrle<I tho message of Uuihl. 
Iilsm to China, and .something of 
their culture at tho same time. The 
lecturer stressed Iho fiLct that Budd- 
hism was tho first great Missionary 
religion. i 

Origins in India 

Profcs.-ior Jonhi went on to s.ny thai 
the races of western Kiiropc :ili h-ive 
llieir origin In India, as Is shown by 
their ancient religion nnd their lan- 
guages, whoso fundamental roots may 
bo traced to Sanskrit. Jlany Anglo- 
Saxon traditions may aI.«o bo so 
tr.Tced. Tho sanctity oC tho liome i."; 
onn ot these. In India, tho mother of 
the family Is tho custodian cf the 
scred firo which Is always kept burn- 
ing, and the E.acrcd temple ot tho 
gotl.s I."! the home.

Although a Student 
Council exists which has jurisdiction 
over undei-graduntc atfalrs. he did 
not havo the opportunity of appear- 
ing before .this body, hut w.ts direct- 
ly disciplined by the Faculty Coun- 
cil. This action arou.sed much ad- 
verse student crltleKsm, but the Coun- 
cil have so far refused to reconsider 
their action. 

What further steps will be taken 
by tho engineering Society has not 
been learned.

The 
address was given under the aus- 
pices of the Monlre:il Chinese Stu- 
dents A.MP-Ocliitioii.

Kcenis to mo unfair," stated Dr. 
Ki,-i.ng." It may even bo blamed for 
tho gambling which .some Chin -se 
rofiort^'to, being deprived of proper .so- 
cial life.

In the beginning, the Chinese were 
invited to this country.

All of One Province 

Of tho eighteen provinces and two 
thousand dUtrlcts of China proper, 
practically all of the Chinese In Can- 
ada come from tho .-l.v districts of 
one province, Kuang Tung. The rea- 
son for this curious case is geograp- 
hical; and .as the dialect and cudtmus 
ot this province aro different from 
those ot tho Interior, these people 
cannot bo reprcientativc ot China as 
a whole.

TT is remarkable how little the Canadian 
Universities know of each other. As a 
general nilo the history and traditions of 
any of tliom novor pass beyond the local 
campu.s. Indeed, it is extremely -unlikely 
that any of our own students, picked at 
random, would be able to name the fir.st 
Princip.il of JlcGill or give the date of its 
foundation. _ / 

In the matter of size, too, we are 
inclined to misrepresent ourselves. Off- 
band, most of the undergraduates and a 
good many of the .=;taff would place 
McGill second in enrollment among the 
Canadian Colleges. As a matter of fact both 
the French institutions — University of 
Montreal and Laval — along with the Uni- 
versity of Toronto take precedence. This 
year porhaps, McGill may not even be as 
high as fourth, since both the University 
of Western Ontario and the University of 
Eritish Columbia.were only slightly small- 
cr on la.st session's enrollment. 

As to history and traditions the un- 
'dergraduates of each institution are usually 
profoundly ignprant as to the reputations 
of all the other,?, and the regrettable thing 
seems to be that there is no common bond 
between them. Whether the reapproach- 
rnent will come about as a result of an ex- 
tended sports program or as the oulcomc 
of educational intercourse is not for us to 
say, but we would like to know our fellow- 
.students in the other Canadian Universities 
.iust a little better than we do now.

News St vie 

CLUB secretaries and others who turn in 
advances and reports of meetings to 
the Daily have sometimes expressed their 
bewilderment when those reports have 
appeared in print greatly changed and 
sometimes in entirely the reverse order to 
which they were originally written. They 
jio doubt wonder just what mysterious 
in'ocesscs a news story passes through 
before it iipp':'ar,s in the columns of a paper. 
Tliese changes are not at all inexplicable; 
there is a sounireason for them based on 
the simple principles of news-w/iting to 
which all papers conform. 

Let us compare a news story with 
other forms of reports. In a chronological 
account of a meeting, such as a seci'etary 
jnight record, tlie ])oints of interest are 
scattered thi'oughout a great deal of less 
consequential matter. 'J'here is more or less 
discontinuity^as one subject after another 
is discussed, and the reader has to go 
^^si^Mji^yhole account to learn the 
S^tstandiïig facts and decisions. 

A well prepared speech or, say, tech- 
nical papei', opèns with some matter of in- 
terest, drops back to a lower level, and then 
gradually works up to a climax near the^ 
end. It is neai- the last that the speaker 
.states the conclusions he has reached. 

A newspaper story, howevei*, must 
catch the reader's eye.' With this end in 
view the first few paragraphs must con- 
tain ail the essential facts. From then on 
the interest gradually decreases until the 
last; paragraphs contain unimportant de- 
lalis 8UCÏ1 as "refreshments were served" 
or the like. The speech mentioned in the 
.second case above will therefore be in al- 
most reverse order when written in news- 
paper style. 

The term "newspaper style" is really 
.a misnomer. Rather it should be called 
i^^natu.ral ^tyle" because when one describes 
|§îi>yent to someone else it is instinctive to 
place the important facts f ii'st. 

Another cardinal rule that those who 
hand in write-ups would do well to remem- 
ber is that opinion, favorable or othei-wise, 
has no place in the news columns. The story 
which says "The blank society was highly 

privileged to hear Dr. , an undoubted 

authoi'ity upon " will most certainly

Tho girls who como "because it .broadens one" 
are much more numerous. So long as tho broaden- 
ing process is not carried to extremes, and if^we 
takes the phrate to mean scelrig the other fellow'ti' 
point of view, this reason 'seems to be as good as 
any. These girls appear to reallzo th.it college 
offers a great deal more than Is printed in the 
calender, but they usually manage to strike' a 
liappy medium between work and their social en 
easements. 

And there are girls who are coming .to college 
in order to fit themselves for something better 
than the ordinary position optn to women with a 
high school education or Us equivalent. 

Son don't be too hasty in generalizing. Mar 
riage Is no longer our only hope, since so ntiiny 
of our sex have built up for themselves after leav- 
ing college interesting and lucrative positions in 
the business and professional world.

IS THE B.A. DEGREE FUTILE? 

It is a well known fact at almost every uni- 
versity, that the bulk ot the student body is made 
up of those enrolled In i-oumc lending to the de- 
gree of Bachelor of Arts. This apparent, popular- 
ity, .of .Uio Arts course arises no doubt, because 
It offers to most per.ionH tho cusiest motliod of 
procuring tlio csHonllnl element of an educallon — a 
imir of capital letters to append to one's name 
Students in the profcs.ilonal and sclentlt'lc depart- 
ments regard the B. A. degree as a sort ot mild 
Joke, or as a vestigial remnant belonging to a lower 
stage in tho evolution of man. And even those 
few serious souls who give the matter any thought 
are often led to question whether the Arts course 
is a really worth while one. 

At letter which appeared in an issue of the 
Gazette last terra, reflects an Interesting attitude 
on. tblM subject. The writer — himself an Aria stu- 
dent—entitled his letter, "Tho Futility of a B. A. 
Ocgroc," and in it he related how he wan attacked 
by an acute inferiority complex, on hearing an 
ardent high -school boy sing a pean of praiso to 
science. Tho youth scathingly classed Arts stu- 
dents as "half-way" persons timidly acquainted 
with a "smattering of knowledge, while the man 
of Science, with his virile conclseneHs and his 
dogmatic exactitude, represented for hlin the 
ideally educated being. Science, he claimed, bo- 
cauE* it syatematlcally examines ' the problems of 
nature, gives ono something "definite" to work 
with, and ai tho same time seta up an objective 
at which one can aim. "The half-wny 'man can't 
deal in electrons." Thus, our v,-rlter pondering the.se 
words as he wandered slowly homeward, was led 
to conclude- that his years as an Arts student had 
been virtually wasted. Indeed, he felt convinced 
that "halfwaylsni" Is losing its hold, and that its 
solicitous guardians. Philosophy, Classics - and 
I.iiterature, are slowly bowing to a new mastei^— 
Science. 

Now although there may possibly bo some 
truth in all this. It is a mistako to suppose that 
science Is alway exact and definite. The fact, is 
that science, when constUted upon many ot jthe 
ultimate problems ot life, la as vague ànd/tnyattcal 
as any theology. For example, conalder the above.* 
mentioned electrons. Of what are they composed? 
AVell, modem physics Informs ono that these eloc 
trona arc small negative charges of electricity. But 
ot electricity Itself, so littlo is known tliat it is 
obscurely called a form ot 'energy' Thus, eico 
rona are not solid nor liquid gaseous, they have 
neither mass nor form, and their dissociation in 
radio-activity casts ^oubt upon tho dearest dogma 
of science — the "indestructibility" of matter. Or 
again, take such a thing ns the much-abused 
'ether'. Fa;shionfl in the ether vary as much m 
milady's styles, and among the great nclentitrts, one 
finds a refreshing diversity ot opinion. Sinstcln 
affirms its probable existence; Sir Oliver Iiodge is 
sure of It; ISddington thinks It unlikely; and 
Rutherford is uncertain, At'all events, tho ether is 
defined ao a non-material substance, which, by 
certain inysterious convolutions can transform il- 
solf into matter. One i>eeka in vain for any 
trace of 'exactness' or 'definltcncBs' here. Truly, it 
seems as though tho scientist is very often forced 
to become -a 'half-way' person, frankly confessing 
iliat he 'cannot solve such probletns with finality. 

It is in relation to this- very point— tho Instilling 
of a spirit of 'lialfwaylsm" Into the studeitt— that 
the value ot the B. A. degree is evident. The gentle 
"smattering" of literature, of the nlassiOH, or his- 
tory, philosophy and the sciences, ought to enable 
Uie earnest student lo see all these subjects in 
tlieir proper i>er8pectlve, neither exaggerating nor 
hfiUttllng Any one. And above all, the Arts course 
ought to inculate into the student a way of think- 
ing which iiaa sm Its foumJatlon a spiilt ot nillil 
scepticisin of freedom from liunl opinion, of re- 
served Judgment and iniilvlduulliim. For II is well 
to remember that no une has said "the last word'' 
In science, in polilics, in religion or in education, i 
These various fields are always In u state of flux, 
so ,that it bohooven one to consider opinions in 
eacli with the proverbial "grain of salt". In' Other 
words, one ought always to bo somewhat of a 
"liulf-wji.y" person, using one's spirit of minil 
Hcepticism as a healthy anildota uguinsl all formu 
of dogmatism. 

The advantages of such a manner of thought, 
arc many. In the first pli^ce, tho student expori- 
ences a feeling of Inlelloctual (reodom. Ho findu 
that he is able lo consider all problems In an un- 
biased manner, because ho holds hia own opinions 
lightly. Ha is freed from the daslro to think with 
the crowd, or to run with them after tho horoea 
and fads ot the hour. He learns that to use one's 
own powers of individual Judgment is fur better 
than merely rciieatliig the opinions ot somebody 
else. He begins to appreciate the fact that what a 
man is. Is nioru important than what he does. And 
finally, he begln.s to take on through thp.ie habit» 
of thought, some oC tlio attributes of culture, that 
rare and valuable charncterl^tic which Is tho stop- 
plng-stonp In the advance of civilUatioii. 

Jti conclusion then, ono might suggest that the 
B. A. degree is not altogether futile, since it ul- 
timately lifts the earnest tluduiit upon the lilgli- 
road lo culture. Indeed, this word "earpoat' almost 
Kolvea the whole problem Itself. For In the end, 
whether the B. A. degree Is to be plierably liitllt, 



or whpllier It In to be pleasantl.v sue- 
cc.iHful. (li'ponda preeminently on the 
student himself.

A great m.-iiy 
well aro not very well tiiken ca.ra of, 
Particuhirly in this province many of 
them .oro very old ond aro construct- 
od of open ma.sonary with loose 
board covers which allow tho en- 
trance of a great deal of dirt. 
Methods of Prevention 

Two gencr.il methods of ]irovention 
are to bîjild up the ground aroiiii'l the 
well, and to make the wall.s waler-- 
ilght. The first causes surface water 
to run off from I he well and the, sec- 
ond prevents the entrance of any 
jiolliitlon from under the surface. 

The lyjxr of woll has also n, great 
deal to d» with the purity of the 
water. The r,r(llnury typo of dug 
well pi oN ides lillli^ KJifely from i>oI- 
luthjn. A Very good typo, which 
iii.'iy be sunk in soft ground, consists 
merely of a pipe. The safest well of 
all Is that drilled through solid i x k.
